Copper and brass pots mentioned in the book of Inven 
tory . 


CHAPTER IV 


Income and Expenditure

Institution of the Temple and its Mahajans 
4 Article 1 - In the vibage Amberem of Pernem Taluka, 
exists a Hindu Temple of « Xri Dadd Swayamnohoo » founded 
by the Community of Kshatriya Bhandar Samaj, residents 
of Amberen of Pernem Taluka . 

The above Devasthan consists of the main temple of 
Xri Swayambhoo Daad at Anberem and other sacrea piaces 
as Xri bramman Muipurush , Xri Jathoba Ishvari, Xri halaee 
all at Ambereni. 

Article 2 -- In the Sanctuary of the main temple exist the 
Swayambhoo Ling of Xri Mahadev, the idol of Xri Nandi 
and in all other sacred places mentioned above, there are 
small domes wherein there are small images of the res 
pective deities. 

Article 3 The present Mahajans of this Devasthan are : 

All the male persons belonging to the founder s families, 
above twenty -one years of age , residents of Goa or any 
other place outside Goa , enrolled in the list annexed to these 
bye - laws, who shall be considered as the founder Mahajans . 

Article 4 -- Any person professing Hindu Religion can be 
admitted as Mahajan by the Managing Committee of the 
Devalaya and enrolled in the respective list of the Manajans 
of this Temple , in future , irrespective of caste , class, sect , 
or family group on payment of a fixed entrance fee of Rs, 5 / 
or such fee or fees that may be prescribed for the purpose 
by the General Body of the Mahajans. Any Mahajan enroiled 
as above shall enjoy equal rights alongwith other Mahajans 
and shall be considered as the general Mahajan . 

Para Unique All those professing the Hindu religion , 
irrespective of caste , class , sect or family group shall be 
allowed according to usage and customs to renaer. worship 
in the premises of the temple and also to perform religious 
acts and to institute festivities and to make donations to 
the temple or Devalaja . Such acts shall , however , in mo 
way entitle them to claim the Mahajanship of the Devalaya 
or temple . 

Article 5 – The Administration of this Devasthan of Xri 
Dadd Swayambhoo will be regulated by these bye-laws and. 
by the « Regulamento das Mazanias » in force in this territory 
of Goa , as well as by other general laws or regulations 
which may from time to time be applied by the Government 
to such religious institutions. 


Article I - The income derived from : 

1. The annuities imposed upon seyen properties, namely 
Bhatlem Dadd, Tikan Kansullem , Tikan Jinkkulem , Bhatlem 
Gurou, Tikan Nigal, Tikan Dad -Dev and Katupan Bagayat 
or Katupan Bagayat Amberem , all situated at Amberem 
village of Perpern Taluka. 

2. Interest of the amounts of funds. 
3. Offerings . 
4. Subsidies . 

5. Charges collected on the celebration of any religious 
act in this Temple by any Mahajan or devotee . 
6. Annual contributions of enrolled Mahajans. 

7. The donations made by any person or persons and other 
religious or commercial : institutions . 

8. The entrance fee of new Mahajans . 
9. Fines and eventual income. 
Article 12 -- The expenditure comprises of : 

1. Expenses of the festival and other religious acts and 
of cults . 

2. Maintenance and repairs of buildings. 
3. Maintenance of Mandadeep lamps and lights. 
4. Salaries of Servants . 
5. Taxes to be paid to the Government. 
6. Stationery 
7. Eventual expenses . 


CHAPTER V 


CHAPTER II 


Cults and festivals 


Rights and Obligation of Mahajans 
Article 6 - The right of a Mahajan including those who 
may be admitted as Mahajars in terms of article 4 above , 
is hereditary and perpetual in the masculine lineage and 
is transmitted from generation to generation by consangui 
nity or by legal adoption . 


Article 13 - The daily cults consist of : 

1. The daily worship at noon with nelvadya of Shri Dadd 
Swayambhoo in the main Temple. 

2. In the sanctuary of the main temple , a perpetual lamp 
(Nandadeep ) shall be lit. 
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Article 14 - The annual festivals celebrated by Devasthan 
itself : 

1. Sanwatsar Pratipada celebrated on 1st day of Hindu 
New year i.e. on Chaitra Shuddha Pratipada with recital 
of Panchang 

2. Ashadi Ekadashi celebrated on 11th day of the month 
of Ashad with Saptaha during 112 day . 

3. In the month of Shravan all the Mondays shall be cele 
brated with Bhajan at night. 

4. The festival of Navaratra shall be celebrated during 
10 days from 1st day of Ashvin till Vijayadashmi according 
to the Hindu Calendar (Panchang ) and every night shall 
have kirtan and Puran in the main temple of Shri Dadd 
Swayambhoo . 

5. In month of Kartik there shall be a Deepotsava in 
the main temple of Shri Dadd Swayambhoo . 

6. On Margashirsh Shuddha Chaturdashi, shall be celebra 
ted in the main temple of Shri Dadd Swayambhoo , the fes 
tival of Zatra with Dashavatary drama. 

7. In the month of Magh shall be celebrated festival of 
Baska which will continue during three days . 

8. On the day of Magh Poornima shall have Bhandara in 
the temple of Shri Jathar. 

9. On the second last day the month of Magh , i.e. on 
Chaturdashi shall be celebrated the festival of Mahashivratra 
with Jagar . 

10. In the month of Falgun shall have Samradhana in the 
temple of Shri Mulpurush . 

11. The festival of Shimga shall be celebrated during seven 
days from Falgun Poornima putting Holli of Arecanut tree 
or a branch of mango tree and during the days of Shimga 
shall have dramas at night in the main temple . 

Article 15 — Any Mahajan or devotee or any other person 
professing Hindu Religion can celebrate any other festival 
or religious act in this temple at his own expenses with the 
permission of Managing Committee, of this Temple . 


General Dispositions 
Article 19 — There shall be an ordinary obligatory session 
of the General Body of Mahajans, on the day of Dhulwat i.e., 
the last day of Shimga falling on 22nd day of month of 
Falgun at 11 a.m. in which any subject of the interest of 
this temple shall be treated. 

Article 20 --All the offerings , gifts and donations either 
in cash or in articles made by devotees or mahajans to the 
deities shall be the income of the Treasury of this Temple . 

Article 21 —- Every member of the Administrative body 
is subject to legal sanctions and is responsible jointly or 
severally for all the acts practised by the body . 

Article 22 — Any servant of this Devasthan who does not 
fulfil his obligations and who does not obey lawful orders 
of the Administrative body or one who shows less worthy 
to the respective work on account of vice , negligence or 
Immorality shall be called and warned , admonished, fined , 
suspended and finally removed from his respective service, 
as per provisions of the Devasthan Regulation (Regulamento 
de Mazanias) with right of prior hearing. 

Article 23 —- Any Mahajan- or devotee can enter the sanc 
tuary irrespective of caste, class, sect or family group ; for 
the celebration of any religious act or cult after taking bath 
and wearing a well-washed dhoti ( sevlem ) . 

Para Unique - The General body of the Mahajans shall 
be composed of the persons mentioned in the annexed list 
and those persons professing Hindu Religion , who may , be 
admitted as Mahajans by the Managing Committee of the 
Devalaya irrespective of caste, class, sect or family group 
to which such person may belong , on payment of such fees 
as may be prescribed for the purpose by the Administrative 
body of the Devalaya , 

Article 24 — The Temple shall remain open for the public 
during the whole day and on the day of festivals at night 
also . 


CHAPTER VI 


Servants and Salaries 


Article 25 — It is strictly prohibited to smoke, to spit, to 
use indecent expressions and to practice any indecent act 
in the Temple and enter the Temple with any footwear . 

Article 26 — The charges of the cult and religious acts 
mentioned below should be paid in advance against the receipt 
with the Pujari or with the Managing Committee of the 
Temple .

The present 
Purohit known as Mahabal Chintamani Bhat of this Temple 
is resident of Galel of Banda , as one of the heirs of the said 
Laxman shall perform all the duties of Purohit and after 
him by his direct heirs , who may also be represented by 
any Bhahman Sacerdot upon the previous consent and appro 
yal of the Managing committee of this Devasthan . 
Para Unique : The duties of the Pujari are as follows: 
a ) To perform the daily worship and other religious 

acts during the day. 
b ) To perform all the acts of cult on the days of festival. 
c ) To look after the cieanliness and neatness of the 

sanctuary and to keep lit the lamps in the sanctuary . 
d ) To offer Neivadya to the deities . 
e ) To be present for any other eventual or extraordniary 

religious act or acts of cult . 
f ) To protect and conserve with maximum care the 

ornaments of gold and silver and objects of daily use 
as also the articles that are given to him by the 

Managing Committee . 
g ) Consult oracles ( Prasad ) at the request of Mahajans 

and Devotees . 
Article 17 — The Purohit of this Temple mentioned above 
shall have a monthly payment which shall be based upon 
the income of this temple , besides the six khandies of paddy 
in kind, yearly to be used for the offering of daily Neivadya 
to the deity . 

Article 18 — Any of the Harijans of this village shall beat 
the drum every day in the evening at sunset to perform 
Nawbat in the main temple of Shri Dadd Swayambhoo and 
the persons engaged for the above service will be compen 
sated by way of monthly salary to be fixed by the Managing 
Committee.
